THE MUSIC AT ST. PETERS. 

Opposite the Chapel of the Sacrament is the 
Chapel of the Choir, writes Marion Crawford in the 
Century. St. Peters is a Cathedral, and is manage' 
by a chapter of canons, each of whom has hiss,..-, 
in the choir, and his vote in the disposal of the ca 
thedral's income, which is considerable.
